Just hers thers arose a llttls dizcus-
slon over a question nsked by Judge
Loving. Counsel for the Adefenso sub-
mitted objections and the commlites sus-
talned  him. The questlon, which re-
lated to Mr. Kerfoot's presence under the
jury-room window on the night of theo
trinl, wans theroupon ruled: out. Then
Judga Loving procesded,

*Do you know Mr. Bowen, Mr. Kear-
toot 7"’

*'Yes, sir.”

"What 18 his reputation for truthful-
ness1

*'I have never heard [t questioned’”

Some further questions were asked in
this connectlon, but they were rulad out
by ths committes,

“The witness Is
=aid Judee Loving.

“You may stand aslde, sir'

MORE OBTECTIONS.

Following Mr. Kerfool, the Hev. Gen.
H. Ray, a Presbyterian pastor of Am-
herst, appeared upon the stand. Right
here agaln deyveloped another sgquabble,
Judge Loving asked the wiltness some-
thing about the Marcellus Hose, the ne-
gro who said he went to Duay's store on
a certaln Sunday, toolt with him a jug
and brought nway another.

“Did you see Morcellus Rose) go into
Day's store with a jug?' nsked counsel
for the prosecutlon.

''T object to that gquestion,'” sald Major
Conrad, *on the same ground ns the
other, It s not In rebuttal.”’

"'Gentlemen,” =ald Judge Toving, ‘it
has beon testifled by wltnesses for the
defense that Rose went to the store for
Dr. Richard=son and golt a jug left there
—that he did not take n jug there with
him, We wish to rebut that statement
through Mr. Ray."

Mnajor Conrad nrgued thnt the evidence
would be eumulative Instead of rebut-
tal. The prosecution had In the frat
Instance Introduced HRose,, who sald he
took o jug with him to Lhe stors; tha
defense  had - Introduced  witnesses who
denfed this statement; the' prosecution
now proposed to substantinte Its orig-
Inal testimony wih more witnesses; 1f
thls were done the prosecution wouldl
have n right to bring in more wltnesses
tn deny the testimony of Mr, Ray. The
thing might go on ad Infinltum,

“Judge Campbell has flatly denled that
he sent Rose out with o jug. Am T to
understand that you wish to Introduce
witnesses to try to show that he did?”

In reply, Judge Loving went over tho
ground again and asked for a consldera-
tlon of the questlon by the eommitiee.
The matter wns of vital importance to
the prosecirtlon, he said, and he would
have to deellne to proceed  further un-
til' It was settled, Here, as elsewhero,
Mr. Slpe, of the committee, sided with
Judge Loving nand considered the ques-
tlon a proper one.
